Controversial 
homes opened 

TWO new show homes have been opened on 
a controversial housing development being 
built at a former cricket club in Halesowen. 

The 59 properties on the site of 
Coombeswood Sports and Social Club in 
Coombes Road, being built by Barratt West 
Midlands, have attracted more than 1,000 
inquiries from potential buyers. Now two 
show homes are being unveiled at the site as 
work continues to complete the project. 

Residents have campaigned for three 
years against plans for a replacement club¬ 
house, which were drawn up when permis¬ 
sion for the homes was granted. 

They say the clubhouse, cricket pitch and 
bowling green on the Coombeswood Green 
Wedge, off Stewarts Road, would ruin the 
area. 

More than 700 people signed a petition 
against the development, being built by St 
Modwen, when they were first unveiled but 
they were given the nod in 2009. 

They argued the site was a wildlife haven 
and every year attracted thousands of walk¬ 
ers and nature enthusiasts. Objectors to the 
scheme included the Friends of Leasowes, 
The Monarch’s Way Association and the 
Halesowen Abbey Trust.

They also secured approval to erect 
floodlights around the new all-weather 
sports pitch. 

The final stage of the project will create 
additional teaching rooms to boost capac¬ 
ity at the college next year. 

Work was completed last year on the 
college’s new Block Nine housing science 
laboratories and IT suites last October. 

Staff have also created outdoor court¬

Cannabis 
cartel is 
jailed for 
70 years 

A VIETNAMESE drug 
gang, which included a Hale¬ 
sowen man, which grew and 
stored cannabis worth mil¬ 
lions in industrial units 
across the Black Country 
have been jailed for a total of 
70 years. 

The group used fake IDs 
and false bank statements to 
rent homes and industrial 
units in Halesowen, Smeth¬ 
wick, Tipton, Sandwell, 
Birmingham and Notting¬ 
ham. 

The leaders of the 29- 
strong syndicate had laun¬ 
dered at least £2 million 
through casinos and were 
using the drug money to 
fund a luxury lifestyle. 

Police discovered the first 
of the cartel’s factories after 
tip offs of suspicious activity 
at an address in Wentworth 
Way, Harborne, on January 
20 last year. 

Tony Sam, aged 27, from 
North Drive, Handsworth, 
was the syndicate ring¬ 
leader. He was found guilty 
of conspiracy to supply 
drugs and jailed for six-and- 
a-half years. 

Other key members 
included husband and wife 
Zahir Salim, 42, who was the 
shopkeeper of a nail bar in 
Chapel Ash, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, and 43-year-old Hoa 
Nguyen from Cloister Drive, 
Halesowen.

Order is put 
on rubbish 
firm over 
waste limit 

A LEGAL order has been 
placed on a Dudley waste 
management firm in a bid to 
stop a pile of rubbish from 
getting any bigger. 

Refuse Derived Fuel 
(RDF) Ltd, Brierley Hill is 
locked in a battle with the 
Environment Agency over 
the 40ft mound of waste on 
its land. 

At a High Court hearing in 
Birmingham last week, 
Judge Victor Hall agreed an 
interim injunction, which 
means the equivalent weight 
of any rubbish added to pile 
will also have to come off. 

The Environment Agency 
had called for the implemen¬ 
tation of a stricter injunction 
- ordering the firm to cut the 
size of the pile and banning it 
from adding any more rub¬ 
bish at all. 

But a decision on this was 
delayed after the defence said 
it had not had enough time to 
look at the evidence. 

Mr Nick Cole, represent¬ 
ing the Environment Agency, 
argued bosses of RDF had 
repeatedly ignored calls to 
get the waste to an accept¬ 
able level. 

Dan White, defending, said 
the recent poor weather had 
stopped the firm adhering to 
waste reduction targets. An 
injunction hearing is due on 
December 10 and 11.

A final farewell to Dunkirk veteran Tommy 



ONE of the Black Country’s last surviving 
veterans of the epic wartime evacuation of 
Dunkirk - Private Tommy Phillips - has 
died aged 93. 

Joseph Thomas Phillips, known as 
Tommy, who saw out service from the 
beginning to the end of the Second World 
War, died from a heart attack as he went 
to bed at his home on Dudley’s Russells 
Hall estate. 

His funeral will be held on October 26 at 
11.30am at St Barnabas Church, Russells 
Hall, followed by cremation at Gornal 
Wood and donations will go to the Royal 
British Legion. Mr Phillips joined the Ter¬ 


ritorials with fellow footballing “mates” 
from Dudley in March 1939 because his 
mother thought it a good idea to 
“toughen” him up - and at least one of 
them didn’t make it back from Dunkirk. 

They signed up at the Army Recruit¬ 
ment Centre in Trindle Road, Dudley, for 
the 7th Battalion the Worcestershire Reg¬ 
iment B Company, later the 9th Worces- 

Mr Phillips in 2010 told his Dunkirk 
story to the press for a special supplement 
commemorating the 70th anniversary of 
the evacuation of 300,000 British troops 
as the Germans marched into France. 


He said: “We ‘dug in’ a gun pit with a 
French anti-tank gun, under the 
command of Captain Bradford, Dorset 
Regiment. 

“After action we were ordered to pull 
back and later ordered to remove the 
breech block, to destroy the gun and bury 
it. 

“On withdrawal, I passed by my school 
mate who I had joined up with, Les Taylor. 

“‘Hello Les’ I shouted, ‘see you later’. 
But of course I never did, as Les never 
made it back.” He said he escaped on the 
last destroyer that came in and it was dive 
bombed by Stukas.

Prolific burglar sent to

Defending Barnett, Jasvir 
Mann asked the judge to be 
merciful in his verdict. “Since 
being released he has set 
about living a normal life,” he 
added.

Devastated widow Lillian Horton has made an emotional plea for the 
gold chain and a locket containing a photograph of the couple. The sen- 
Lillian Horton timental jewellery was taken from Mrs Horton’s Coseley home while she 

was in hospital being treated after a fall. 

The 71-year-old was married to Ray for 
43 years before he died of heart failure in 
2005. 

She said: “The gold chain was the last 
present Ray gave to me before he died and 
holds such sentimental value. It breaks my 
heart to think that someone burgled my 
house to steal it. 

“My children know how special the 
chain is to me. 

“After Ray died they bought me a locket 
which contained a picture of Ray and me. 
They even had it engraved with the words 
‘forever in my heart’. 

“I have worn that locket and chain every 
day since and the only reason I had taken 
it off was because I had fallen and broken 
an arm and had to go into hospital for 
treatment.” 

The mother of three and grandmother of 
eight said her husband was a “much-loved, 
larger than life character” and she said 
everyone knew him in the area. 

She added: “Ray always used sit on the 
wall outside our house with his dog and 
four cans of beer, after a hard day working 
as a painter and decorator. Everyone knew 
him as the man with the dog. 

“All I want is for the jewellery to be 
returned as it means so much to me.” 

Along with the necklace thieves stole a 
gold ring inset with a sapphire, sur¬ 
rounded by diamonds. They also took bank 
books and cash.Police believe the burglary 
happened sometime between about 9am 
and 1pm on October 16. 


£2,500 fine

Book's thread weaves through 
the history of carpet industry 


LONG-lost factories which domi¬ 
nated Kidderminster at the height of 
its carpet-making industry are cele¬ 
brated in a new book written to tie-in 
with the opening of the town’s new 
museum. 

Former carpet worker-turned historian 
Melvyn Thompson has spent five years 
putting the volume together, in order to create 
a “virtual walk” around some of the town’s 
best-known sites. 

The book, called Mills and Tall Chimneys of 
Kidderminster 1850s to 2010, will go on 
general sale at Kidderminster Carpet Museum 
when the attraction opens on Saturday. 

It has been written to complement the 
exhibits at the museum and more than 300 
advance copies of the book have already been 
sold privately. Mr Thompson has been heavily

involved in setting up the museum, which is 
based at the former Stourvale Mill, Green 
Street. The history of the site is one of those 
detailed in the volume along with other facto¬ 
ries, some of which have now been lost. 

The mill, which is now owned by supermar¬ 
ket giant Morrisons and leased to the Carpet 
Museum Trust, was once owned by the Wood¬ 
ward Grosvenor firm. 

Volumes 

Among the lost factories featured in the 
volume includes the old Brintons factory, in 
Castle Road, which is now the site of a Tesco 
supermarket. 

The factory, once the historic firm’s main 
base of operations, once employed around 
2,000 workers from the town. 


Demolition of the large building started in 
2000 which included work to divert the River 
Stour to accommodate the new supermarket. 

All that remains of the site is the offices, in 
Exchange Street, which were built in 1876. 
The firm has only recently vacated this build¬ 
ing. 

Another well-known building was the 
former Carpet Trades (Gilt Edge) site where 
the Crossley Retail Park is now located. A 
modern frontage to the site was built in 1962 
and again the site employed around 2,000 
people. 

The new building only lasted just over 30 
years and was taken down in 1993. There is 
now no sign of the once impressive factory left 
in place. 

Another site lost to history is the T&A 
Naylor building, in Green Street, which is now 
the site of a large B&Q store.

,000 draw battle lines 
in row over quarry site 


MORE than 1,000 names have 
been gathered on a petition as 
residents prepare to descend on 
a council meeting to fight plans 
for a recycling facility at a Dudley 
quarry. 

The proposals for Ketley Quarry in 
Kingswinford are expected to go before 
planning chiefs in the coming weeks - 
heralding the next stage of a long-running 
dispute with residents. 

Along with the petition, residents have 
written more than 350 letters of objection. 
And are considering staging a protest 
outside the planning meeting when the 
application is to be considered. 

Bosses at tilemakers Hinton Perry and 
Davenhill insist they have always addressed 
complaints from residents and have co-oper¬ 
ated with council officials. 

Neighbours of the site have already called 
for council chiefs to measure the impact the 
site is having on the area. Operator WCL 
was recently given permission for vehicles to 
arrive at 7.30am instead of 8am. 

But residents say trucks waiting to enter 
the site are causing tailbacks. It comes after 
bosses at the firm were warned by council 
chiefs earlier this month when lorries were 
caught entering the site before 7.30am. 

Ward councillor Patrick Harley said: “The 
road outside the site just can’t cope with any 
more traffic.” 

Alex Patrick-Smith, managing director of 
Hinton Perry and Davenhill, said Councillor 
Harley and local residents were trying to 
“get in the way of the growth of business”.

CELEBRATING its 106th anniver¬ 
sary this year, Kidderminster 
Camera Club is one of the area’s 
oldest and best-known groups. 

Members gather at St Barnabas’s 
Community Hall every Monday 
between September and June to 
discuss new photography techniques 
and compare images. 

Over the past two years, the club 
has seen its membership increase 
from around 25 to 50 members - the 
majority of them women. 

Alongside its regular meetings, 
the group stages internal and exter¬ 
nal competitions with an annual 
exhibition held at Kidderminster 
Library’s gallery every February. 

Most recently, the club held a com¬

The club has also been based at 
Baxter Church and St Oswald’s 
Church, in Kidderminster, before 
moving to its present base around 
four years ago.

Man dies in 
car inferno 
after crash 
into a field 


AN elderly man died when his car was 
engulfed by a “raging inferno” after careering 
off a country lane and across two fields 
before coming to rest, an inquest heard. 

It was thought 83-year-old Ronald Titterton, may have 
suffered a heart problem before losing control of the vehicle 
but it was not known* by Louise Jew 

whether he died before or ___ 


after it burst into flames. 

His foot remained down 
on the accelerator as the 
vehicle veered 175 metres 
across the fields, only 
slowing to a halt due to the 
crops in a cornfield. 

A neighbour raised the 
alarm after seeing the 
vehicle become engulfed in 
flames in the field, between 
Northampton Lane and 
Woodhall Lane, Ombersley, 
near Stourport. 

Worcestershire Coroner 
Geraint Williams recorded 
an open verdict at the Stour¬ 
port inquest, saying he could 
not be sure whether death 
was from natural causes or 
accidental, although he was 


satisfied he had suffered 
some kind of “cardiac 
event”. He said the blaze 
had been a raging inferno. 

Mr Titterton, a retired 
housing officer, of Uphamp- 
ton Lane, Ombersley, died in 
the incident at about 
10.45am on June 28. 

Home Office pathologist 
Dr Alexander Kolar told the 
inquest he was unable to 
find a cause of death but Mr 
Titterton had “significant” 
heart abnormailities which 
could have killed him at any 
time. 

Resident David Rigsby 
said in a statement: “I could 
see flames starting to take 
hold and dialled 999.”

'Despicable' home help 
stole £400 from woman 


Delight over SVR shares 


Station manager and director Chris Walton is promoting the offer 


A “DESPICABLE” home help stole 
£400 from a vulnerable 84-year- 
old pensioner at her Halesowen 
care home. 

Mother-of-two Samantha Bowater, aged 
32, befriended June Sidaway at Margaret 
Vine Court in order to steal the cash, a court 
heard. 

Handing her a 32-month suspended sen¬ 
tence the judge at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court said her crimes were “thoroughly 
mean and despicable”. 

Bowater, of New John Street, Halesowen, 
went to Mrs Sidaway’s flat on February 18 . 

The defendant’s own grandmother also 
lived there the court heard. 

Prosecutor Mr Nicholas Smith said, the 
defendant searched through drawers and 
even made coffee for her and Mrs Sidaway. 

“The victim then saw her take something 
from a drawer, which it transpired was 
£400.” 

CCTV footage identified Bowater, who 
admitted to going inside the flat but initially 
denied burglary and theft. She later pleaded 
guilty to both charges September 12, the day 
of her proposed trial. 

Mr Robert Cowley, defending, said: “Over 
recent times she had problems with debt 
and ill-health and had relapsed into taking 
drugs, “Her offending was due to an under¬ 
lying problem with drugs and she has since 
done everything she can to address that.” 

Judge Martin Walsh ordered Bowater to 
undertake a drug rehabilitation require¬ 
ment for 12 months and be placed under a 
two-year community order, as well as com¬ 
pleting 200 hours of unpaid work.

And everyone within Volkswagen itself, 
for that matter. 

A quarter of all new VWs sold in Europe 
are Golfs; in Britain it’s more still - almost 
one in three. 

So no wonder VW treads carefully when 
it’s time for a new one (it arrives here in 
January). 

To many eyes this latest Golf (Mk VTI) is 
the best looking of the lot, and still very 
obviously a Golf. 

Back to the same designer quoted above: 
it’s important you can tell you’re looking at 
a Golf (any Golf) from 200 yards away. It’s 
a marketing virtue enjoyed by few other 
cars, with the Porsche 911 and Range 



Rover on our designer’s short list. 

Volkswagen is proud of lots of its vital 
new baby’s features, but cutting up to 100 
kilos from a car that’s longer and wider 
than before, and rather roomier for people 
and luggage is top of the list. 

This slimming regime means better per¬ 
formance, improved economy and lower 
emissions. A useful 23 kilos, the weight of 
a well stuffed holiday suitcase, has been 
shaved from the body alone, but VW says 
clever design has left it stronger and safer 
than ever. 

Minimize 

Among the safety upgrades are brakes 
that slow the vehicle after a collision (when 
the driver might be occupied elsewhere) to 
minimize the risk of a second impact. Buy 
a posher version and it will bang on the 
brakes by itself if it detects an impending 
low speed collision. 

There are, in fact, a host of safety and 
luxury features offered that have been 
drawn down from cars in the class above, 
including adaptive cruise control that

keeps a set distance to the vehicle ahead 
and suspension with five driver-selected 
settings. And talking of suspension, this 
new Golf rides quite beautifully, subtly lev¬ 
elling out the sometimes bumpy Sardinian 
roads chosen to show off the newcomer. 

Add in a quality interior that makes you 
wonder why anyone would choose a dearer 
new Audi A3 (a fine car in its latest guise, 
but a new Golf underneath) when they go 
shopping for a classless hatchback. 

Automatic 

The new Golf goes on sale here in 
January, costing from £16,330 for the 
entry level 1.2 litre S to £24,625 for the 
range topping GT 2.0 litre TDI 150 with 
the quite excellent DSG automatic 
gearbox. 

It took only a very few miles in both a 1.4 
litre petrol and 2.0 litre diesel to reveal a 
car that’s instant five star material. 

The 1.4 petrol impressed with plenty of 
punch and you’d never know that two of 
the engine’s four cylinders close down on 
light throttle openings to save fuel. 

You can hear the engine more in the 
diesel, but it’s a distant sporty hum that 
adds to the drive rather than proving a 
noisy distraction.

Marking 
50 years 
of Ford 
Cortina 


Progress, someone clever once said, is 
taking two steps forward and one step back. 
Drive an old car and you’ll agree. 

Drive two old cars, back to back, and you’ll come away 
happily convinced that new is best, but we have to pay for 
progress in more ways than money. 

This year marks the 50th anniversary of the first Ford 
Cortina, a car that went on to sell in millions (more than 


2.8 million, to be precise), 
until production ceased in 
1982. 

For much of that time, 
and in five different ver¬ 
sions, the Cortina was the 
best selling car in Britain. It 
reigned for years as the best 
value family car you could 
buy, mixing interior space 
with a huge boot and 
enough style to make the 
neighbours jealous (unless 
they had a Cortina too). 

But half a century is a 
long time in motoring time. 
Can any car that old, or 
nearly that old, still have 
anything to charm the 
driver of today? 

To find out, Ford dug 
some oldies out of its 
museum and let me have a 
drive. No restrictions on 
route . . . just “here are the 
keys, see you for a cup of tea 
later.” 

Radiator 

First up was a 1974 
Cortina Mklll, glowing 
very 70s green and looking 
every inch a downscaled 
replica of something from 
the other side of the 
Atlantic, with rounded 
rump and radiator grille 
like something from the 
front of a posh radiogram 
(remember those?). 

It cost £1,162 new 
(today’s equivalent today, 
the Ford Mondeo, costs 
from £18,100) and this par¬ 
ticular car is a modest ‘L’ 
model with a less than 
thrilling 1.3 litre engine and 
top speed of 84mph. 

Not fast, then. But there 
are compensations; starting 
with ride comfort that 
today’s cars can only dream 
about, almost like the 
proverbial pillow, in fact. 
And lots of space inside, and 
windscreen pillars that 
don’t blank out approach¬ 
ing vehicles at tricky cross¬ 
roads. 

You wouldn’t want to 
corner fast in this Cortina, 
though; tackling bends 
owes something to sailing - 
start winding on steering 



lock long before the corner 
arrives and pay it out before 
you’re finished. 

Big windows make the 
interior feel nice and airy, 
even if the thin front pillars 
would offer nothing like the 
crashworthiness of today’s 
cars, with their extra metal 
placed where it will help in 
a rollover. 

The little engine worked 
hard, helped by a nicely 
notchy four-speed gearbox, 
but this is a car more com¬ 
fortable at 40mph than 
50mph. 

Not so the next Cortina to 
be tried; older but better. 
This 1968 Cortina Mkll 
cost £810 new and was a 
posh 1600 Super, boasting 
87mph flat out and enough 
charm to make its modern 
equivalent seem just a bit 
dull. 

Pillars 

Like the other Cortina, 
there was the sense of space 
from thin pillars but here 
was a car with enough per¬ 
formance not to disgrace 
itself in modern traffic. 

Yes, it all gets a bit busy at 
60mph but it feels as 
though it will cruise along 
all day, needing the occa¬ 
sional downchange on hills 
but generally serving as an 
agreeable family friend. 

Without power assis¬ 
tance, the steering feels 
locked solid at a standstill 
but eases off from walking 
pace. You have to wind your 
own windows (shocking!) 
and you’ll search in vain for 
air conditioning. 

None of which matters a 
jot. The world’s a lovely 
place at 55mph, sitting on a 
seat more lounge than hip- 
hugger. And the queue 
building up behind will be 
past at the next straight bit 
of road.

SUCH was the disappointment 
served up by the dramatic con¬ 
clusion to this contest, Albion 
fans will be watching for the 
response Steve Clarke coaxes 
from the players who went so 
close to a showcase result. 

Head coach Clarke devised a measured 
and controlled gameplan to counter the 
extraordinary resources of the champions - 
and for all but the last 14 minutes, watched 
his players discharge it perfectly, writes 
Martin Swain. 

But then Albion, stung by an unforeseen 
error from Ben Foster which gave City an 
80th-minute equaliser, caved in and paid for 
it with heartbreak in stoppage time. 

Both City goals came from substitute 
Edin Dzeko but, more significantly, the 
champions concocted this amazing victory 
while playing for 70 minutes with 10 men 
following James Milner’s dismissal. 

Power 

It would be churlish not to take a moment 
to salute them and remind ourselves of just 
what Albion were up against. There are 
times when, from a distance, it is still possi¬ 
ble to see City as a living soap opera. But 
underneath all the crazy headlines, they are 
a team of awesome power who, in control¬ 
ling so much of this game despite their 
numerical disadvantage, displayed the full 
range of their talents. It was possible to hear 
some commentators suggesting City were 
still “mis-firing” despite this victory, but 
that is insulting to the Baggies. 

You don’t get to beat this Albion side on 
their home patch with 10 men unless you 
are something out of the ordinary and the 
home fans who watched will acknowledge 
that, for all their team’s superb advances in 
recent seasons, opposition which can bring 
resources so lavishly-assembled remain out 
of reach. 


Which is why Albion, having worked 
themselves into a winning position, will be 
so angry with themselves. What they must 
not do is allow the loss of their perfect home 
start and reminder of their fallibility to 
infect their psychology. 

Clarke can’t promise a result at Newcas¬ 
tle but he will want a performance which 
shows Albion have released whatever poison 
was injected into their season by the sting in 
this game’s tail. 

“We know what we are,” was the message 
on Shane Long’s T-shirt, a nod to a chorus 
from the galleries but also a timely reminder 
to team-mates not to forget just how far they 
have come - and that such a journey is not 
negotiated without boasting some impres¬ 
sive qualities. One of them, Peter 
Odemwingie, will now be the focus of a pop¬ 
ulist call for a full return to duty after his 
impact from the substitutes’ bench. 


Even with Milner’s departure, a hairline 
but correct call by referee Mark Clattenburg 
after the speeding Long had been clipped 
going through on goal, Albion’s challenge 
was always mindful of the threat posed 
byCity players capable of taking out any 
number of opponents with devastating 
bursts. 

Balotelli did just that with the first-half s 
most outrageous moment of individual skill 
and power, forcing a fine stop from Foster. 

Carlos Tevez opened the second half with 
a cross-shot that again tested Foster to his 
limit before Yaya Toure headed over from 
point-blank range. 

But Odemwingie’s arrival for an unlucky 
Graham Dorrans flicked a switch for the 
Baggies. His first impact was a drive inside 
from the left and scuffed shot which became 
a defence-defeating pass Long converted 
past Joe Hart. 


Watching by now from behind the glass in 
the media room, Milner groaned in despair 
and must have suspected this was not to be 
City’s day. But then came the spectacular 
climax. 

A misjudgement from a corner by the oth¬ 
erwise faultless Foster gave Dzeko an 
equaliser 10 minutes from time and Albion, 
annoyed with themselves, twisted when 
perhaps they should have stuck. 

Albion’s final sub Romelu Lukaku nearly 
produced a winner with an overhead kick, 
having gone close from crosses supplied by 
the flying Odemwingie and Zoltan Gera. 

But a late surge of pressure sucked them 
all forward at a corner and a hesitation by 
Liam Ridgewell gifted possession from 
which City broke away to score their winner. 
No amount of rationale - Dzeko alone cost 
more than Albion’s starting XI - could ease 
the hurt. That will be Clarke’s task now.
